The School and Its Problems 


In making our annual report to the citizens of Lemp- 
ster, we consider it incumbent upon us to determine if our 
schools as a whole are as efficient as they should be consid- 
ering the amount of money they are costing the tax payer. 

It is natural for us in making a report of this kind to 
report only the pleasant features and bright side of the sub- 
ject, ignoring the unpleasant features. 

There is no more important piece of wisdom than 
that of looking at the good in things rather than at the 
gloomy ones, but we have not found the master key to the 
situation, so we will consider both sides of the case. 

The most difficult problem we have to contend with 
is the very small school that has to be maintained in some 
localities of the district. We have had two schools of six 
pupils or less in the last year. 

The teachers in these schools have had experience in 
teaching, have been earnest and painstaking in their work, 
the teachers are all right, the cost of maintenance in either 
of these schools has been about the same as in the largest 
school in the district, which proves that the very small 
school is expensive financially and also intellectually, 
and worse still, the small school invites inefficient, un- 
trained, unprepared teachers, fails to excite competition or 
emulation and promotes stagnation. We are unable to re- 
comend a remedy in every case, although school boards are 
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given a good deal of freedom in this matter.There are in- 
stances where the physical features of the district present 
difficulties to a union of schools hard to overcome, and a- 
gain it is a fact that in many cases the small school is main- 
tained because of the selfish prejudices of afew of the 
people. When the public come to understand the wasteful- 
ness of the very small school they will demand a change. 

Just a few words about teachers. Itis a matter of 
congratulation that Lempster has teachers of her own of 
rare excellence with native gifts for teaching fully equip- 
ped and fit to come in contact with living breathing ideals. 

Tne true end of education is not knowledge merely, but 
culture; it is the development of character into a strong, 
pure and noble manhood and womanhood. The obligation 
of the teacher has not been discharged when she has pro- 
vided merely for the mental development of the pupils in 
her charge. She is equally responsible for the moral and 
social conditions of every pupil entrusted to her care. We 
are certain that ail our teachers realize these important 
factors. There can be no equivalent substitute. 

In the school year ending in July last, the average 
length of all the schools for the year in weeks was 381.75; 
whole number of pupils registered during the year, boys 24, 
girls 39, total 68; average attendance in all schools together 
57.92; per cent. of attendance 93.10; number of pupils not 
absent nor tardy during year 20. 

New up to date dictionaries have been purchased for 
the schoois. Old No. 3 has been reseated with modern 
seats and desks, also a new blackboard. At the Street 
school house a tile drain has been laid down to take the 
water from the cellar, a much needed improvement. 

In closing, we thank the teachers, scholars and citi- 
zens for the courtesy shown us in the performance of our 
duties.
